WHAT OF THE WHEEL TAX FUND? 
Some days ago a diligent journalist disclosed the 
information that there are 800,000—or was it 800,- 
000,000?—holes in the pavements of Chicago. More 
recently still there was the announcement that 
while some 112,000 owners of automobiles in Chi- 
cago have paid wheel taxes amounting to $821,520, 
but little has been done in the way of repairing the 
streets. 

The wheel tax ordinance was passed with the 
approval of the automobile interests, it being under- 
stood that the fund was to be used for the repair 
of streets, the tax thus directly to benefit the pay- 
ers. Not a few complaints have been made about 
the disposition of the taxes thus collected. 

It is possible there wil! be relief when the council 
is organized, inasmuch as the retiring council 
passed an order affecting the use of the wheel tax 
fund, which order has not been changed in any way, 
nor yet has any use been made of the money. 

Assuming that the council will see to it that the 
wheel tax fund is appropriated to the use for which 
it was originally agreed it should be used, we may 
‘only hope that immediate action follows the assem- 
inaugurate a healing process for the 800,000 wounds 
in the city’s pavements. We think it just and fair 
that wheel tax funds should be applied to street 
repairs and to nothing else. 

There is, we understand, some feeling among mo- 
toring organizations that the pavements are not 
getting the full benefit of wheel taxes. The protest 
may be well founded. If it is we hope the council 
will set aside their fears and forthwith direct that 
the whole fund be devoted solely to repaira.

HEALTH IN SCHOOLS. 

N the Chicago public schools there 

are 284,904 children. Of these 129,- 

481, or less than one-half, are in the 

the normally graded group. The 
school child is supposed to enter the 
first grade at 6 to 7 years of age and to 
advance a grade a year. Therefore, & 
child 6 to 7 in the first grade is normally 
graded. Likewise a child 10 to 11 in the 
fifth grade and one 17 to 18 in the 
twelfth grade. Thirty-four thousand 
nine hundred and seventy-three pupils 
are accelerated, for instance, in the 
fifth grade at 9 years of age, 72,148 are 
retarded one year and 47,302 are two or 


feeble minded, for the blind and deaf, 
for cripples, and the children in these 
schools and the cost of their maintenance 
is not counted in the above estimates. 
Some of the retariates and sub-normals 
are cared for in private ls and by 
tutors. ‘Therefore, the cost of retarda- 
tion of great and small degree is consid- 
erably more than the modest estimate 
given above.

| Pref. 8. B. Allinson undertock to dis- 
cover the causes of retardation and he 


bulletin entitled “Grade Progress for 
the Year 1916-17." His method was to 
ask each principal and teacher to give 
the cause of retardation in all cases 
where the child was two or more years 
behind the proper grade for age. 

In the judgment of the teachers 2.4 
per cent of them were’behind because of 
purely physical defects. This figure did 
not include 2.4 per cent backward be- 
cause of poor sight or 1.2 per cent back- 
ward because of poor hearing. In other 
words the teachers estimated that 6 per 
cent of the backwardness was due to 
physical defects. Another 10 per cent 
was ascribed to ill health. 

The teachers were instructed to give 
but a single cause. If there were two or 
more causes their instructions were to 
report only the one which in their opin- 
fon was the most important. Under the 
circumstances, we expect health to be 
rated lower than its true value. 

Among other causes were: Foreign, 
20.1; delay in entering school, 12.1; fam- 
variant mentality, 
6; backward, 18.5; low mentality; 6.6; 
feeble minded, 7; irregularity in at- 
tendance, 8.8; temporarily in _ the 
grade, 1.9. ) 


The expected tendency would be to 
overrate the factors—delay entering 
school, foreign. irregular attendance 
and the poor mentality groups—as being 
obvious and to underrate the other 
groups.

DEEP TANGLE 


Money Is Available, but 
Construction Is Far 
Away. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

For upwards of seven years there 
has been an agreement between the 
sanitary district and the city govern- 
ment to build a new Twelfth street 
bridge. During a large part of that 
time the necessary money has been 


- available. It is now. 


Plans have been made for the bridge. 


Bids have been taken on them and|/ 


rejected. Now new plans have been 
made by the city. The district trus- 
tees have refused to date.to approve 
of the plans, so the old bridge stands. 
No work is expected soon on the new. 

The result is that the Twelfth street 
improvement is of little service. The 
thoroughfare has been widened be- 
tween State street'and Michigan ave- 
nue. It has been widened between 
Canal street and Ashland avenue. But 
between Canal and State streets is a 
long viaduct, in the middle of which 
is the bridge. The Union Station rai)- 
roads are obligated to reconstruct and 
widen the west end of the viaduct. 
The east end will be done by the city 
and other —— .The money for this 
work was mae available by the ap- 
proval of a bond issue at the last elec- 
tion. Therefore the bridge is the 
stumbling block to the completion of 
this beneficial improvement. 


Seven Years of Talk. \ 
The city and the district started dis- 
cussing this matter May 24, 1912. 
About that time the district agreed to 
pay half of the cost of a new bridge. 
Its purpose was to remove the center 
pier structure and thereby promote 
navigation. The district had much 
cash and the city had little. That was 
the reason for the agreement. It was 
estimated then that the bridge would 
cost about $500,000. 
First it was decided to erect a double 
leaf bascule bridge, but that required 
more land than the city owned for its 
east abuttment. The Rock Island roged, 
which owned the property, objected to 
the proposed encroachment and a lift 
bridge, something like the Halsted 
street structure, was agreed upon, be- 
cause that would require less land 
Everybody approved of it. Now.it 
appears that some of:them did so with 
their fingers crossed. It is now sug- 
gested that this plan was only ap- 
proved in order that it might be pre- 
sented to a court in the special as- 
sessment case. Drainage trustees ques- | 
tion the accuracy of that representa- 
tion, because they point out that the 
plans were made at a cost of about 
$35,000 in November, 1914, and the dis- 
trict paid half, and that on Jan. 10, 
1917, the city received bids for the 
building ‘of the bridge. The lowest 
bidder ask $1,160,251. Because of 
the war it was then given out that the 
bids would be rejected.
